At Centennial Celebration at Pen-

Col. J. C. Stribling of Pendl:on

wis a visitor in the ¢y yesterday
and stated that @ committee consist-
ing of Dr, Riggs of Clemson collogn,
Congressman Lever anl a repregeiila-
tive of the Southern rallway wonld
Eo lo Washington within the next few
days to walt on President Woodrow
Wilson and ask that he come to Pen-
dleton on “Cotton Day' during the
centennial celebration and that if it is
fmpossible for him to attend, to send
his personal represemtative, W. Q.

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CHARGED WITH MURDER
NEGRO LODGED IN JAIL

SHOT AND KILLED NEGRESS
IN BELTON YESTERDAY
MORNING

TOOK TO THE WOOD

But Was Later Captured By Chief
of Police of Belton—No Eye
Witnesses to Crime,

Lawrence Earle, the negro who yes-
terday morning shot and killed Mamle
Jones, a negress In her home at Bel-
ton, was capluned yesterday after-
noon about 4 o'clock after a telephone

message had been received by Mr.
Joe Martin, chief of police of Delton,
which stated that the man was hid-

lng under the house of a negro by

name of Breakealo, which Is
located about two and one-half miles
out of the town.

Messrs. Olin Sanders and J. R.
Williams, deputy sher)ffs, went to
Belton yestorday morning about 8

o'clock after Sheriff Ashley had been
notiffed of the kiiling. They carried
bloodhounds but owing to the fact
that so many people had been around
and about the house where the shoot-
ing had occurred, the dogs were un-
able to pick up the trail.

The officers In company with oth-
ers began to search around over the
country for the negro and followed
up several false reports as to his
whereabouts, About 12 o'clock they
went to the home of Breazeale looking
for the negro but were unable to find
im. Sheriff Asliley was notlfled yes-
terday morning that Earle had been
seen around Cheddar and he went
there. He later joined the depnties
and were with them when they arriv-
ed at the house just as Chief Martin
lwns bringing the negro from beneath
t

It Is not known who telephoned Mr.
Martin as to Earle's whereahouts but
when the message was received he,
Dr. Haynle and Mr. Graves started
for the scene. When they arrived
they found the negro under Breazeale's
hiouse. He wag later turned over to
the county officers and is now in lhn
county. jafl.

Story ot Killing.

Theve were no eye witnesses to the
shooting but tmm the testimony as
brought out at the coroner's inquest
yesterday morning it appears that
Earle had been geing to see the Jones
woman and hadl become jealouns of
her. Yesterdayicmorning he went
down to see her,.

Witnesses who fieard the shots state
that they heard yscreaming and the
pistol shots. They then saw Barle
come from the house running with a
pistol in his hand:

Four shots were fired from a pistol,
all taking effect. One went through
the Index finger of the woman's left
hand, another through her left wrist,
o third through her right arm and o
fourth through her back and into the
left lung, severing an actery.

Earle stated last night tiat he wen,
dewn to sep the woman and that
while there they got Into a fuss. Ha
says that she had a-knife and was
hemming him up in a eorner when ho
shot her. He also stated that he went
directly to Bren:e.lle's houge yester-
day morning and was under it whon
the county officers made the search.
